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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: prior art of 
record fails to disclose or imply a method for removing an electrically conductive 
material from a microelectronic substrate comprising positioning first and second 
electrodes proximate to the microelectronic substrate and the second electrode spaced 
apart from the first electrode, varying current through the first and second electrodes 
while the first and second electrodes are spaced apart from the conductive material of 
the microelectronic substrate or an apparatus for removing an electrically conductive 
material from a microelectronic substrate comprising first and second electrodes spaced 
apart from the microelectronic substrate and a support member supporting the 
microelectronic substrate, a dielectric layer proximate the first electrode and being 
positioned between the microelectronic substrate, as specifically recited by applicant's 
respective claims.
